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Elba Police Chief withdraws resignation

The Elba City Council meet 
ing Opened Monday evening 
with the. official announcement 
that Police Chief Ro W 
Whitworth had withdrawn. his 
written resignation. Mayor 
James Grimes explained that 
Whitworth had met “with the 
council mémbers during the 
recent. (publicly announced) 
budget work session and agreed 
to continue his duties 

The council officially 
approved the budget for the year 
2001-2002 as it Was presented at 
the last council meeting and 
detailed in* this newspaper two 
weeks ago. This budget calls for 
a $105,000 increase in reventie. 
largely in transfers from’ the 
Elba Water and Electric Board 

A new. detailed pay -scale-for 
city employees. was adopted 
This change is‘designed to give 
incentive to employees who 
excel in their job performance, 


take job related training courses 


and set positive examplesof the 
City . to. «visitors and other 
employees. It includes a maxi 
mum - of. 210.-steps from: the 
beginning Category of a GI ai 
Step | to a Gl4 at Step 14. The 
pay scale adopted: also includes 
pay ranges for various positions 
within- the’ city government. 


‘Council member Ronnie 


Hammond voted against the 


proposal and later declined to 
comment on his reasons. for the 
Hegitive vote. — 

The council adopted a group 
ot five amendments to city ordi- 
ninces dealing with the sewer 
system. The changes increase 
the basic charge for a new sewer 
tap and sewer deposits plus 
spelling out the penalty for late 
and/or non-payment of fees. the 
new Charges are effective on 
October Ist. Mayor Grimes, pre- 
sented data showing the amount 
of fees written off, compared to 
deposits and in-one month the 
write off for sewer and garbage 
pick up was $534 and the total 
deposits from those customers 
Was $55, Two other. months 
showed similar deficits. 

The council also adopted a 
resolution dealing with the float 
loan from the State of Alabama 
for Dorsey Trailers, This: spells 
out the management fees for the 
loan, payable to SEAla Regional 
Development. The management 
fees will be part of the loan vost 
and will not be an expense to the 
City OF Elba, 

A’ review of the financial 
Statement by Mayor Grimes 
showed. revenue. forthe’ first 
eleven months of the fiscal year 
down by about $32,000 and. is 
due to receiving no previously 
budgeted funds fron SEAla'Gas 
this year.and a-drop in'expeécted 
sales. tax receipts. Along with

Street provides eyewitness details to terrorist attacks

Melissa® Street, daughter of 
Dorsey ‘CEO Chriss Street, was 
an eye-witness to the terror of 
September 11th in New York. 

She works for John Wiley & 
Sons, publishers, several blocks 
from the site of the World Trade 
Center, but close enough to be 
worried, 

Last week, while visiting with 
her dad in Elba, she related 
some of her feelings from that 
day. 

Melissa was going upstairs to 
a 10th floor meeting room when 
the first plane hit. As she entered 
the meeting room there were 
about 30 people already there 
and they were crowded against 
the large plate glass window 
looking, South at the towers and 
the accompanying fire and bil- 
lowing smoke. That is where 
they were when the ‘second 
plane hit the trade towers. She

explained; “This smoke ball. was 
black and ten-times bigger!” 
There were no televisions in 
the. building and’ only a couple 
of portable radios, so they could 
get very little first hand infor- 
mation without going down- 
stairs and out toa nearby bank, 
which had a large TV visible 
from the sidewalk.. However, 
many people were crowded 
around this one, making it hard 
to get a glimpse of what was 
happening. Locally the radio 
stations were only able to report 
the rumors they were receiving 
and this added to. the fear and 
uncertainty of the watching citi- 
zens, False rumors continued to 
fly around all morning, includ- 
ing stories of attacks on the 
‘White House ‘and a Navy ship 
near New York being hit, etc.” 
‘People were running around 
not knowing what to do: Some 
were crying more and: more. as 
the rumors Continued and accel- 
erated. I hesitated to go home to 
my apartment because of a feel- 
ing that | needed to be around 


people | knew and not alone in ” 


my apartment’, she said,

ELBA TIGERS GET BIG WIN OVER OPP BOBCATS 


The Elba Tigers put another streak to rest Friday night when they 
defeated the Opp Bobcats 21-7 for the first win over their neighbors 
from the “City of Opportunity” since the 1995 season, The Tigers 
missed out on a couple of chances to take charge early on and had 
to rally in the second half to claim the win, but it was obvious that 
the Elba Tigers were the better team on the field, and the scoreboard 
reinforced that belief by the time the game ended. The two rivals 
Will not meet again in football for at least the next two years, 
However, for now bragging rights are with the Tigers! - 

The Elba offense rode the blocking of its big offensive line and 
-the hard running of its stable of backs to roll up almost 300 yards in 
total- offense against the physical Bobcat defense.

A deep. dark. tan is still sought by many Americans every year 
despite warnings from the medical community that too much direct 
expositure to the sun can kill us.” Other than beach going-sun wor- 
shipers. the southern outdoor enthusiasts probably runs as high a 
risk as anyone-of falling victim to melanoma and other skin prob- 


lems, 


A doctor friend explained thai as our skin tans itis producing 
extra pigment to try to provide a protective shield from OVA and 
UVB. light. But a good tan will only afford one a Sun Protection 
Factor (SPF) of approximately 4. only a fraction of the recom 


mended 30 SPF. 


Sunscreens with a SPF 30 or better will help protect you from the 
dangerous rays. but itis important to adequately cover all exposed 
areas, Sunscreen should be applied before going outside. Tf water 
sports are involved and you haye been. even partially submerged, 
reapply sunscreen after exiting the water, Excessive sw eating can 
remove. sunscreen just asobeing submerged. Reapply Sunscreen 
every hour during periods of excessive perspiration. 

As great ay Sunscreen is. it should-not be reliedon alone for pro- 
tection. In most cuses'the common baseball cap does not offer ade- 
quate head and face protection, True. it’s better than nothing, but-a 
wide brimmed hat with adequate vents is best. Ifyou ride*a boat or 
ATY, select q hat with a chinstrap. or make one With a pair of shoe- 
strings. A favorite cap among southern coastal anglers that offers 
excellent protection is the long billed cap with @ neck drape that

Sunglasses should have side-shields or be of the wrap around vari- 
éty with a UY block in the lens. Sun glasses are even more critical 
when fishing, boating, ete. as being exposed to glare of the water for 
extended periods can lead to increased risk of cataracts and other 


eye problems 


The National Weather Service issues a UV index. similar to the 
one issued for the pollen count.’ This index is especially beneficial 
to people with sensitive skin if they are planning outside activities. 
Exposure to UV rays is greatest between 10 A.M. and 2 P.M. Try to 
minimize exposure during this period or take extra precautions, such 
as liberal sunscreen application, if you must be out during these 


hours.
